E. A. Goodsell, Odell’s Representative, 
Also Got a Block When Bond and 
Mortgage Company Was Formed. 





Investigation as to the loans which 
William H. Buckley, the fire insurance 
lobbyist, carried with the Phenix Com- 
pany when he was an employe of the In- 
Burance Department, has now blazed a 
trail back to the formation of the Amer- 
ican Bond and Mortgage Guarantee Com- 
pany in 1899. Two cases have been dis- 
covered which make the Insurance De- 
partment officials anxious to get an cx- 
planation from Supreme Court Justice Ed- 
ward FE. McCall. A statement from Jus- 
tice McCall was expected yesterday, but 
failed to materialize. It was said yes- 
terday that a full explanation of his con- 
nection with the Buckley loans in the 
Phenix Fire Insurance Company would be 
Eent to Supt. Hotchkiss of the State In- 
surance Department to-day for distribu- 
tion to the newspapers. 

The testimony already taken by Supt. 
Nictchkiss and his counsel, Alfred 
E. Hurrell, in the fire insurance investi- 
gatjion has shown that Buckley while 
@n employe of the Insurance De- 
partment made loans aggregating $61,- 
000. from the Phenix Fire Company, of 
which George P. Sheldon, his friend and 
jater his client in matters of legislation, 
was President. One of these loans was 
secured by 100 shares of stock of the In- 
iernational Banking and Trust Compatzy, 
which came into existence originally on 
May 9, 1899, as the American Bond and 
Mortgage Guarantee Company, and later 
changed its name to the North American 
‘Trust Company in 1900. Since that t'me 
ihe North American Trust Company has 
been in two mergers, the first one with 
the Trust Company of America and the 
second with the City Trust and the Co- 
jonial Trust, and it now uses the name of 
the Trust Company of America. 





Tracing Buckley Loans. 


Supt. Hotchkiss was very much inier- 
ested in tracing the origin of these Buck- 
ley loars and discovered that two of them 
for $18.000 each apparently were related 
in some way to each other. One of these 
two $13,000-loans was secured by the In- 
ternational Banking and Trust Company 
stock and the other by miscellaneous col- 
Jatéral including shares in the Electric 
Btorajze Battery Company and some gas 
Mghting corporations. Mr. Hotchkiss

ALBANY, March 80—The seismograph 
at the State Museum registered an earth- 
quake to-day, beginning at 12:29 P. M. 
and lasting until 1:43 P. M. Its greatest 
intensity was from 1:02 until 1:18 P. M. 
The origin of the disturbance was ap- 
parently a great distance away 





CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 30.—A dis- 
tant earthquake of moderate intensity was 
recorded on the Harvard University seis- 
mograph, beginning about noon to-day. 
Its maximum intensity was shown at 
1:03:23 P. M. 


CLEVELAND, : Ohio, March 30.—Two 
distinct earthquake shocks, aparently 
originating in the neighborhood of Java 
or Japan, were registered on the seismo- 
sraph of St. Ignatius observatory here 
to-day. 


£T. LOUIS, March 30.—The seismograph 
of the §t. Louis University registered 
earthquake shocks for forty minutes to- 
day. They began at 11:45:05 o’clock this 
morning, with a north to south movement, 
and three minutes later the movement was 
from east to west. 


LAWRENCE, Kan., March 30.—The 

seismograph at the University of Kansas 
registered earthquake shocks for about 
twenty minutes to-day, beginning at 
11:45.

LAWYER DIES UNDER CHARGES 


Case of Grand Larceny Against O’Hare 
Was Up for a Hearing Yesterday. 


Stephen J. O’Hare, once an Assistant 
District Attorney, was to have had a 
hearing before Magistrate Barlow in the 
Jefferson Market Court on the charge of 
grand larceny yesterday afternoon. 

When the case was called his lawyer, 
Mark Alter, announced that his client had 
died earlier in the day at his home, 400 
East 102d Street. The newe was a shock 
to those in the courtroom, as they knew 
O’Hara as a healthy, robust lawyer, and 
nad not learned that he was ill. Magis- 
trate Barlow immediately dismissed the 
case. 

O’Hare was in the District Attorney's 
office in the term of John R. Fellows, 
and was removed by William M. K. Oll- 
cott, his successor. Following his re- 
moval he practiced law in the police 
courts, and for a time was a law partner 
of Judge Thomas Dineen of the Municipal 
Court. 

Hiis arrest in the present charge was 
caused by Adolph Kozlovski of 1,867 Third 
Avenue, whose wife had been sent to the 
workhouse for six months by Magistrate 
Herbert. O'Hare visited Kozlovski on 
Nov. 23, 1909, he says, with a proposal 
that for $50 he could obtain his wife's 
release through influence with the Mag- 
istrate who committed her. Kozlovski 
paid the money, he told the District At- 
torney, and then as the months passed 
and his wife still remained in the work- 
house he decided to make a complaint. 
Magistrate Herbert was sitting when 
O'Hare was first arrested, and after 
expressing his indignation that his name 
had been used to extort graft he held 
O’Ilara in $500 bail for examination yes- 
terday. 


GIVES UP SMUGGLED JEWELRY

Collector Loeb said yesterday that a 
jewcoler’s bill for 1,500 francs had been 
found in Mrs. Woolman’s trunks, and he 
asked Mr. Train for the ornaments named 
in it to be produced. The lawyer in sur- 
rendering them told the Collector that 
two of the large diamonds had been pur- 
chased in the United States. Mark An- 
drews, solicitor to the Collector, claimed 
that as the stones were made up they 
would be assessed at 60 per cent. duty. 
The question of the seized baggage has 
not been settled.

Gompers for American Federation Puts 
Case Before Governor of Indiana.

INDIANAPOLIS, March 30.—The com- 
plaint of the American Federation of 
Laboi against the United States Steel 
Corporaticn was presented to Gov. Mar- 
sha'l to-day by Samuel Gompers, Presi- 
dent of the federation, and his counsel, 
KE. -G. Ballard of Gary, Ind., who were 
attended in the Governor's office by a 
score of officers of National trades unions. 

Gov. Marshall promised Mr. Gompcrs 
that he would carefully’ consider the evi- 
dence submitted to support the allegation 
that the United States Steel Corporation 
was violating the laws of Indiana, and if 
he found it sufficient would direct a 
vrosecution of the company. 

A brief will be filed with the Governor 
by Mr. Ballard as attorney for the Union 
of Iron, Stee! and Tin Workers, urging 
tnat the steel company, which has de- 
clared ‘‘an open shop,’’ is operating ils 
plant in Indiana in violation of the laws 
roverning the corporations, and that it is 
an illegal trust, 

The Governor said he would investi- 
gate conditions at Elwood, which, it 1s 
alleged, the striking tin workers are in- 
timidated by strikebreakers imported from 
other States, upon whom police power has 
been conferred by’ the local authorities 
at the solicitation of the Steel Trust.

Governing Committee Amends 
By-Laws on Lines Suggested 
by the Hughes Committee.

CURB ON THE SPECIALISTS 











Not to Trade in Stocks Ordered—Limi- 
tation on Brokers Buying or Sell- 
ing for Their Own Account. 





The Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange met yesterday afternoon and 
adopted resolutions making radical re- 
forms in the Constitution and By-laws 
along lines suggested by the Hughes In- 
vestigating Committee last year, and 
vainly urged last Fall and Summer by a 
considerable body of the more conserva- 
tive element in the Board. As made 
public, they were in printed form and 
bore the date March 18 as that of their 
transmission from the Secretary of the 
Exchange to the Governing Committee. 

Although the changes are the most rad- 
ical the Board has ever adopted and 
must have been known to the forty gov- 
ernors since that date and before then 
to the five members of the Law Com- 
mittee who framed them, so carefully 
are Exchange secrets guarded that the 
Street had not an inkling that any action 
was to be expected. 

After the agitation last Summer, and 
after the Rock Island flurry last Winter, 
those who advocated reforms practically 
gave up the fight in the belief that it 
would be necessary to have a shake-up 
in the Exchange management before they 
could hope to force the abandonment of 
the ‘“‘stand-pat’’ policy, which had up to 
then been the seeming attitude of the 
Exchange toward the Hughes committee 
recommendations. 


Protecting Small Lot Men. 


Charges made yesterday cover the car- 
rying of speculative accounts for em- 
ployes of brokers, making the prohibition 
which already applied to such cases ex- 
tend to employes of banking institutions 
Or insurance companies. It is made oblig- 
atory for a buyer or seller of big blocks 
_f stecK to take care of all smaller lots 
in the regular unit of 100 shares or its 
multiples at the price bid’ or. offered, and 


finally there is put into concrete form a/|} 


now unwfitten law prohibiting ‘ special- 
ists ’’ from taking advantage of their po- 
sition by buying or selling for their own 
account or interest securities for which 
they have orders to buy or sell. 

The last two provisions are equivalent 
to similar ones put in force by the Con- 
solidated Exchange some time ago. That 
applying to the specialists has been in 
force on the “Little Board” for two 
years and was the subject of a bill intro- 
duced at Albany last Fall. The rule mak- 
ing it obligatory to take care of small 
lote, before executing larger orders, was 
put in force on the Consolidated Exchange 
last year. 

After the scandal brought about by the 
wild market of an August Saturday in 
1908, when A. O. Brown & Co. were able, 
in effect, to match orders in 2,000,000 
Shares largely through the absence of 
any provision to prevent the ignoring of 
the genuine business in smaller lots, while 
their 5,000 and 10,000 share lot “ orders 
were flying back and forth, there was a 
strong movement to have this change 
made in the constitution, but nothing 
came of it. 


Severe Pennlties for Violation. 
Yesterday’s resolution covering this 
point penalizes the broker failing to 
abide by it only with a money loss, but 
Other sections of the constitution provide 
severer penalties, including expulsion 


should he willfully violate the provision. 
It reads: 

1. That the recognized quotation on stocks 
shall be public bids and offers on lots of 100 
Sna;>rcs. 

2. All bids and offers on larger lots shall 
be considered to be for any part thereof in 
lots of 100 shares or of multiples thereof, 
whether so stated in the bid or offer or not. 

3. If a bid is made for a larger lot of 
stock above the price at which smaller lots 
are offered, or if a transaction is made in a 
larger lot above the price at which smaller 
lots are offered, such bidder or buyer shall 
be compelled to buy any or all of the small- 
er lots which were publicly offered at the 
time, at the lower price, up to the amount 
of the bid for the larger lot. If the bid for 
the larger lot is accepted, and the buyer is 
unwilling to buy more, the seller must give 
up to the members who were publicly offer- 
ing to sell at the lower price, such amounts 
as they were publicly offering to sell at the 
lowe: price, if such claim is made imme- 

lately. 

4. If an offer is made to sell a larger lot 
of stock below the price which is bid for 
smaller lots, or if a transaction is made ina 
larger lot below the price which is bid for 
smaller lots, such member offering to sell, 
or the seller, shall be compelled to sell any 
or all of the smatier lots which were pub- 
licly bid for at the time, at the higher price, 
up to the amount of the offer of the larger 
lot. If the offer of the larger lot is accept- 
ed, and the seller is unwilling to sell more, 
the buyer must give up to the members who 
were publicly bidding the higher price, such 
amounts as they were publicly bidding for, 
at the higher price, if such claim is made 
immediately. 

o. Rules 5 and 4 shall not apply to lots 
of less than 100 shares, nor to active open- 
ings when bids and offers are simultaneous. 


Safexzuarding the Small Investor. 


Of even greater importance to the small 
investor is the curb put on the ‘ special- 
ist.” The specialists have come in for 
much condemnation in the past which 
those in close touch with the practical 
workings of the market have not be- 
lieved they deserved, Such a resolution 
as was passed yesterday, while long ad- 
vocated in some quarters, was regarded 
as reflecting on the “‘ honor” of the Ex- 
change members. A resolution adopted 
to govern specialists supplemented the 


Law Congnitice’s recommendation. The 
resolution and supplement read: 


Resolved, That any member of the FEx- 
change who, while acting as a broker, either 
As a ‘‘ specialist ’’ or otherwise, shall buy 
or sell directly or indirectly for his own ac- 
count, for account of a partner, or for any 
account in which he has an interest, the 
securities, the order for the purchase or 
sale of which has been accepted by him for 
execution, shall be deemed guilty of con- 
duct or proceeding inconsistent with just 
and equitable principles of trade, and shall 
be subject to the penalties provided in 
Article XVITI., Section 6 of the Constitution. 

The foregoing rule shall not apply to the 
act of a member who, by reason of his 
neglect to excute an order, is compelled to 
take or to supply on his own account the 
securities named in the order; in such case 
the mémber is not acting as a broker and 
shall not charge a commission. 

A member, acting as a broker, is per- 
mitted to report to his principal a trans- 
action as made with himself only when he 
has orders both to buy and to sel] and not

PARIS, March 30.—Fh a forthcoming

any cost, and the haste with which the 
American Government has fortified its 
new naval base in the Philippines. All 
of these activities are of a nature to 
awaken distrust on the part of the Jap- 
anese, determined as they are to de- 
fend their prestige and interests in the 
waters of the Far East with the same 
avidity with which the Americans would 
defend theirs on the opposite side of 
the Pacific. 

“There is danger for the Americans 
in the fact that they have irritated a

Police Headquarters buzzed with indig- 
nation yesterday when the news was

This end, inserted in the hole punched 
by the sharp end of the instrument, was 
used to bite out a square piece of steel 
as an ordinary can-opener gnaws out the 
top of a tin can. Along with this instru- 
ment a Stick of dynamite was found, a 
quantity eof nitroglycerine, two hand 
saws, four giant jimmies, a dark lantern, 
a dry electric battery and fuses and 
matches. There was no doubt that the 
burglars were experienced at their trade.

There stood in the way, however, the 
fact that the reductions granted by Can- 
ada to France were automatically applicd 
to thirteen other countries included in 
Great Britain’s *‘ favored nation’’ policy. 
This, the President held, did amount to 
discrimination against the United States.

Sir Ernest H. Shackleton came out yes- 
terday at a dinner given to him and Lady 
Shackleton at the Transportation Club in 
its rooms at the Hotel Manhattan in de- 
fense of Commander Peary from the criti- 


cisms passed on him. Speaking as one 
why had had experience of the strain of 
pcelar travel, he defended his American 
colleague from the charge of two free 
speech. 

In the course of his address, the Chair- 
man of the evening, Senator Chauncey M. 
Depew, spoke of the way in which one of 
his women relatives had summed up the 
Cook-Peary controversy. She was an ar- 
dent defender of Dr. Cook, and after 
Copenhagen had spoken the final word 
against him she said to the Senator: 

‘* Well, Cook is a liar and a gentleman, 
and Peary is neither.’’: 

Sir Ernest, after acknowledging the 
great achievements of Peary, said: 

*“*IT have carefully avoided any contro- 
versy on this matter, but I would like to 
say that there is hard work to do in the 
polar regions, and if the speech there is 
more forcible than in the ordinary oc- 
cupations on the street it is breathing the 
keen air of the north that does it. It is 
not made for speech such as one would 
use in expressing thanks for a dance in- 
vitation one could not accept. 

‘‘Whatever we may think, we should 
keep it in our thoughts and should not 
speak of it now.” 

Lady Shackleton and Miss Eleanor 
Shackleton, the explorer’s sister, were 
seated at the head of the centre table 
just in front of that reserved for the 
speakers, and before them was a repre- 
sentation of the Nimrod done in confec- 
tionery. Near it was a magnificent igloo 
fashioned in ice. Their presenec called 
forth many allusions, and Senator Depew 
declared that it was Lady Shackleton who 
had inspired her husband with the cour- 
age to perform his exploits. Then he 
spoke of Herodotus and continued: 

‘*Marco Polo was just the same sort 
of man as our friend here, and he lived 
in the memory of man for 300 years as 
the most phenomenal liar in the world.’ 

The audience tittered and Sir Ernest 
gazed in wonder at the speaker, but he 
kept right on and said: 

‘Now we find Marco Polo really did 
the things he said he did and any ordi- 
nary fellow can do what he accomplished. 
The distinction about Shackleton is that 
any ordinary fellow can’t do what he did. 
Peary going to the north pole and solv- 
ing the mystery of that and Shackleton 
going near the south pole and solving that 
mystery has demonstrated what we all 
know, that the world doesn't amount 
to much outside of us.’ 

Speaking of the advantage of polar ex- 
plorations, the Senator said that they are 
incalculable to science, and so to naviga- 
tion, and thus to commerce, and that they 
keep alive in the youth of the people the 
spirit which animated the crusades, with- 
out which there can be no National safe- 
tv or glory. 

Rickard Wightman was called on to 
read an original poem, ‘‘ The Quest,”’ 
which he had composed ate honor of the 
occasion. Here is part of it: 

This man, this son of reasoned discontent— 

The flame of conquering within his breast— 
What recks he of the city’s paven lanes, 

Of feasting. or of cushioned ease and rest? 
For him naught but the long and rugged way,

RAILROAD PUTS UP 
RATES TO PAY WAGES 


New Haven Company Increases 





Passenger Tariffs Because of 
Concessions to Employes. 





FREIGHT IS NOT AFFECTED 





Increase Mainly on Branch Lines, Road 
Explains, Where Traffic Doesn*t Pay 
—Ten Cents More to Boston, 





WASHINGTON, March 30.—The New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company has filed with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission schedules of in- 
creases in its passenger rates. These ad- 
vances are due to the increases in wages 
made recently to the company’s em- 
ployes, it is explained. : 

The new rates will become effective 
May 1. The increases in fares range from 
« to 5 per cent., but from an examination 
of the tariffs filed with the commission 
it appears that only those fares which 
now average more than $1 have been in- 
creased. The fares for the short hauls, 
which average from twenty to thirty 
miles, have not been altered. 

These are some examples of the 
creases: 

Boston to New London intreased from 
52.15 to $2.20; New Haven to New London 
increased from $1 to $1.05; Worcester, 
Mass., to New London, increased from 
$2.15 to $2.20; Boston to Willimantic in- 
creased from $1.75 to $1.80. 

The new tariffs were received and filed 
to-day. They cancel and supersede the 
local tariffs which have been effective 
Since May 30, 1907.

MANY COTTON MILLS IDLE. 


Statistics Show Most Extensive Cur- 
tailment Since Panic of 1907. 


BOSTON, March 30.—Fifty per cent. of 


the spindles in Southern cotton mills are 
according to statistics which have 
been assembled by The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter. The figures show 
that the curtailment, not only in the 
South but in all sections of the country, 
is more extensive and drastic than ever 
before hus been known in the history 
of the trade, evén taking into considera- 
tion the panic year of 1907. 

The greatest gurtailment is among the 
yarn mills, altgough restriction of pro- 
duction among the weaving mills also !s 
greater than ever before. Mill after mill 
is closing down entirely until new cotton 
arrives or market conditions improve. 

These are the percentages of spindles 
idle by States: 

Alabama, 36 per cent.: South Carolina, 
31; North Carolina and Georgia, 30; Ten- 
nessee, SO; Virginia, 60: Mississippi, 63.

STEAMSHIP. POOL 
10 BE SUED AS TRUST 


Department of Justice Will Bring 





Action in Equity Under 
the Sherman Law. 





TAKING REBATES CHARGED 





Grand Jury Investigation Said to Have 
Disclosed Many Ramifications—Rem- 
edy Would Be by Injunction. 





WASHINGTON, March 30.—Suit in 
equity under the Sherman anti-trust law 
is to be instituted by the Department of 
Justice against what is known as the 
European Steamship Pool, on the conten- 
tion that it is an arrangement in restraint 
of trade. The fact that the vessels owned 
by the steamship companies forming the 
pool, or a nymber of them, touch at 
American ports, is the basis for proceed- 
ings against them under the Sherman law, 
as that enactment gives the Government 
jurisdiction to punish violations of law 
affecting both inter-State and foreign 
commerce. All the steamship companies 
involved in the proposed proceedings are 
foreign organizations. 

The matter has been under investiga- 
tion by the Federal Grand Jury in New 
York for a long time, and it is expected 
that the suit will be instituted in that 
city, the American headquarters of most 
of the steamship lines involved in the 
pool. United States District Attorney 


Henry A. Wise, who has been conduct- 
ing the tnquiries on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, will probably direct the suit, 

The Grand Jury’s investigation, it {is 
said, developed the fact that the pooling 
arrangement embraced the transportation 
of both passengers and freight. On the 
American side of the Atlantic, it was 
charged, the agreement had its ramifica- 
tions in the shape of rebating by railroad 
companies. Because of the peculiar con- 
ditions involved, the Government was put 
to considerable trouble in obtaining in- 
formation on which to base a charge. 

The investigation is said to have devel- 
oped a case embracing the immigration 
traffic from every country in Europe. 
The operations of the pool also, it was 
charged, seriously interfered with the 
business of American steamers lying at 
American ports, awaiting cargoes, the 
foreigners underbidding them and getting 
the traffic. 

What seemed at first to be a case of 
limited scope developed as the investiga- 
tion proceeded into one having many 
ramifications. In some respects, it 18 
said, the issue has a counterpart in the 
American Tobacco Trust cases, in which 
several foreign countries were involved, 

While the Government cannot bring suit 
to dissolve a foreign corporation, it may 
institute proceedings affecting its opera- 
tions as practiced on American territory, 
and if it is found guilty of violating the 
provisions of the Sherman law, the Gov- 
ernment can obtain an injunction to stop 
such illegal acts. 


The heads of the various foreign Atlan- 
tic steamship companies in this city de- 
clined to make any statement last night 
regarding the action contemplated by the 
United States Government. They ad- 
mitted that they were aware of the in- 
vestigations made by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Wise and the Federai 
Grand Jurv, but did not believe they 
would amount to much. 

The passenger rates for all classes are 
fixed yearly by the Atlantic Conference, 
the name by which the pool is known, at 
meetings held in London or Paris. All 
disputes among the steamship companies 
are brought before the conference and 
discussed. 

The agreement between the companies 
was first made in 1894 and continued. in 
force till 1904, when a rate war Was start- 
ed which lasted six months. This was 
said to have been caused by disputes with 
the German steamship lines over the con- 
tract given by the Austro-Hungarian 
Government to the Cunard Line for carry- 
ing emigrants from Fiume to the United 
States. In the rate war which ensued 
steerage rates were cut to $10 and first 
cabin rates to $50. 

In the Spring of 1905 the lines_came to 
an agreement, and a new schedule was 
drawn up for the various lines after they 
had lost millions of dollars fighting each 
other. The rates were increased to make 
up for this. In January, 1907, the Cunard 
Line issued a three months’ notice to the 
other steamship lines that it wouid with- 
Graw from the conference when the no- 
lice expired. Pe 

The Lusitania came out in June and the 
rates for the cabin were cut to S72 on her 
and $30 on the slower ships. The Italian 
lines cut the steerage rate again to $10. 
The war lasted until Feb. 7, 1908,> when 
the present agreement was formed at 
much higher rates.

ADDIS ABEBA, Abyssinia, March 30.— 
Menelik II., King of Abyssinia, is dead 
at the age of 66 years and in the twenty- 
first year of his reign. His grandson, 
Prince Lidj Jeassu, is heir to the throne. 

The Empress has been imprisoned by 
the followers of the Crown Prince. 

King Menelik was stricken with apo- 
plexy last Fall and never recovered his 
health. For many weeks his death has 
been expected. When he was no longer 
able to carry on the affairs of State, Ras 
Tesame, the Regent, with the approval 
of the principal chiefs, took over the 
reins of Government. At the same time 
Empress Taitou was deprived of all pow- 
er of interference in the Government, and 
her appointments, made among her fa- 
vorites, were annulled. 

Prince Lidj Jeassu was procilamed heir 


to the throne on May 18 last. He is 14 
years of age, and a little less than a 
year ago was married to the seven-year- 
old granddaughter of the late Emperor 
Johann and niece of Empress Taitou. 


LONDON, March 30.—To-day’s report 
that King Menelik is dead appears to 
come by way of Aden. Arabia, and it is 
thought here that possibly it is only @ 
repetition of the rumors of the monarch’s 
death which -have been current for some 
days.

This was in 1859, 
and Menelik proceeded to effect the con- 
quest and unification of all the territory 
now known as Abyssinia, or Ethiopia. It 
includes the Kingdoms of Tigre, Amhara, 
and Shoa, with other territories and de2- 
pendencies. Its area is over 200,000 square 
miles, and the population is estimated at 
between 9,000,000 and 11,000,000. 

Menelik was elected King by the Abys- 
Sinian chieftains over Ras Mangasha. ie 
claimed to be a direct descendant of Sel- 
oimon and the Queen of Sheba. and styled 
himself ‘‘Conquering Lion of the Tribe 
of Judah, elect of the Saviour, King of 
Kings of Ethiopia.” 

Menelik turned his attention toward 
freeing his country of its foreign masters. 
Italy, eager for land, had been encroach- 
ing on Abyssinia for some time. Menélik 
began active hostilities against the Ital- 
ians in 1895. He drove them. out within 
@vear. In the treaty of Addis Abeba. in 
1800, Italy recognized the complete inde- 
pendence of Abyssinia. In 1898 Men>lik 
got England to cede to his country &,449 
miles of HKritish Somaliland in return for 
allowing the British to establish a politi 
cal agency in the Abyssinian capital. 


Had Several Wives 


Menelik married a number of times; 
had several children. Adventurers, 
matists, and sections of the people have 
supported the ambitions of one or an- 
other of these. One heir is Lidj Jeassu, 
Menelik’s grandson, whom he formally 
proclaimed his heir in 1906 and again in 
1909. Lidj Jeassu is now 14 years old. 
Ifis mother is the daughter of Menelik 
and Bafana, the first wife of the Negus. 
Hiis father is Ras Michael, Governor of 
the provinces of Wollo Borona and Aus- 
sa. Bafana was rumored to have been 
poisoned by Menelik’s present wife, Tai- 
tou, 4 

Among the romantic stories told about 
Menelik is one to the effect that he is the 
grandson of the French poet, lLamartine. 
The Lamartines went to Abyssinia with 
their eight-year-old daughter, Julia, in 
1832. Julia was said to have died in 
Abyssinia, and the T.amartines are said 
to have taken her body back to France. 
Nevertheless, the story has been fre- 
quently told that Julia Lamartine was 
carried off by Bedouins and sold in the 
slave market to Menelik’s father and that 
Menelik fs her son. 

Menelik fought in the forefront of his 
army at the bartle of Adowa, in 1806, 
slaying several Italian soldiers with his 
own sword. He was then a powerful, 
pock-marked negro, broad shouldered, 
and of dignified mien. Of recent vears, 
however, he had given himself up to in- 
dulgence. In 1906 he suffered a paralytic 
stroke, from which he never fully recov- 
ered. 

In spite of a rather brutish nature and 
a tendency to gormandize Menelik had 
always been sufficiently a man of the 
world to feel that developments in his 
country along -«European lines were bound 
to come.

Hostile Natives Apparently Getting 
Better of Troops—Mission Pastor Killed 
LIVERPOOL, March 30.—Advices re- 


tween the natives and Liberian troops at 
Cape Palmas, Liberia. continues * and 


grows more serious., A native pastor 
named Speare at the mission in Cape 
Palmas has been shot and killed and the 
lives of the white residents are said to 
be in danger. 

The hostile natives appear to be getting 
the better of the troops whose excesses 
when they were sent to stop the native 
trade in French territory caused the out- 
break. The natives are said to be anxious 
to have a few Englishmen killed with the 
object of bringing about intervention by 
Great Britain. 

The Liberian gunboat Lark, temporarily 
commanded by a ‘German officer, has 
bombarded the native villages, but done 
little darnage. A German gunboat ar- 
rived, and its commander offered to 
bombard Hoffman Station and Pluke, but 
the authorities declined the assistance. 


LONDON, March 380.—Advices received 
from Liberia at the Foreign Office state 
that British life and property are in no 
danger in spite of the disturbances there.

DUMA FAVORS FINNISH BILL. 


Demand for Its Immediate Rejection 
. Is Voted Down. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 30.—The 
Russo-Finnish bill, giving the Duma au- 
thority over Finland, was introduced in 
the Duma to-day. After a debate it was 
referred to a committee of twenty-one 
members. 

The Opposition leaders, Prof. Miliukoff, 
leader of the Constitutional-Democrats; 
M. Gegechkort and M. Pokovsky, Social- 
Democrats, urged the immediate rejec- 
tion of the measure on the ground that 
it constituted a violation of the Finnish 
Constitution. The .Octobrists, Count 
Benningsen and Prince Tenisheff, defend- 
ed the bill, insisting that the Imperial 
Legislature alone had authority capable 
of dealing with the complex Russo-Fin- 
nish relations. 

The reference of the proposed legisla- 
tion to a committee was carried by a ma- 
jority composed of Mohammedans, Pro- 
gressives, Octoberisfs, Nationalists, and 
Conservatives.

BITTERLY OPPOSED 


Press and People Term Rochester 
Republican Boss’s Congression- 
al Aspirations a Party Disgrace. 








GRAFT CHARGE IS RECALLED 





Clergyman Demands Fuller Explana- 
tion of Kennedy’s $1,000 Insurance 
Gift—His Nomination Conceded. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 30.—The 
candidacy of George W. Aldridge, Repub- 
lican State Committeeman, and for many 
years boss of the Republican machine in 
Rochester and Monroe County, for the 
vacancy in the Thirty-second Congres- 
sional District caused by the death 
of James Breck Perkins, has raised a 
storm of protest of daily growing dimen- 
sions. The columns of the daily press 
reflect the non-partisan character of the 
indignation which is felt in Rochester in 
scores of communications from men who 
have voted the Republican ticket for 
years, and who now deciare that the nom- 
ination of Aldridge will be a lasting dis- 
grace to the party in Monroe County. 

The Post Express, the leading after- 
noon Republican paper, denounces AIl- 
dridge’s candidacy and calls upon the 
State Committeeman to withdraw his 
name from the convention. The Herald, 
independent since it bolted Hearst, con- 
demns the effrontery of Mr. Aldridge in 
forcing his candidacy upon the party, and 
suggests the names of several Democrats 
as good timber for the Democrats to 
chose their candidate from. The Demo- 
crat and Chronicle, the leading Repub- 
lican morning paper in the county, {is 
silent, neither supporting nor disparag- 
ing the ambitions of Mr. Aldridge. The 
Times is tacitly supporting him, and this 
afternoon devotes most of its front page 
to the publication of a statement issued 
by H. F. Atwood, Vice President of the 
Rochester German Insurance Company, in 
which the insurance official defends Mr. 
Aldridge’s course in connection with in- 
surance legislation at Albany. In refer- 
ence to the bill which Mr. Aldridge fa- 
vored the statement says: 

“This was a bill which was as much 
for the benefit of the public as for the 
insurance companies, for it relieved the 


insurance companies of a tax on a lia- 
bility instead of an asset, it being a tax 


on the reinsuring reserve. On putting it 
on its merits before Mr. Aldridge he very 


willingly consented to advocate it.’’ 

To-day the Rev. Dr. A. 5S. Crapsey, a 
well-known settlement worker and a man 
'of recognized influence in Rochester pub- 
|lic affairs, addressed an open letter to 
| Mr. Aldridge. Through the intercession 
'of a mutual friend the clergyman had 
| been induced to write a letter to President 
|'Taft urging him to appoint Mr. Aldridge 
| to the Surveyorship of the Port of New 
| York. 
| That fact. Dr. Crapsey declares, gives 
|him the right to require of Mr. Aldridge 
ian explanation of his acceptance of $1,000 
‘from E. R. Kennedy, the insurance com- 
/'pany agent, and Dr. Crapsey calls on Mr. 
| Aldridge for a fuller explanation than 
that which he gave in his statement a 
few days ago. In his letter Dr. Crapsey 
says: 

“Tf for a money payment or other ma- 
terial consideration, you secretly used 
your influence as leader of the .Monroe 
County organization to obtain or prevent 
legislation, it would seem to me that you 
were guilty of a grave moral offense.” 


The Herald comments editorialiy on the 
attitude of The Post Express, congrat- 
ulating that paper and its chief owner, 
Francis B. Mitchell, on their courage and 
frankness in repudiating Aldridge and the 
convention system of nomination, which 
heretofore The Post Express has support- 
ed. In part the editorial states: 

Rrougcht face to face with what it terms 
‘‘the gross absurdity ’’ of this boss-made 
nomination of the boss, it sees a new light. 
It now beholds. in all its enormity, the 
working of the false pretense of repre- 
sentative nomination which it has been de- 
fending. 

We congratulate our neighbor, and even 
bore its constituency, upon this honest ad- 
mission of error. From now on, the readers 
of the Post Express will have opportunity 
for a clearer understanding of the issue of 
direct primaries 

Of still greater significance, however, !s 
that superior Republican journal's repudia- 
tion of the nomination of George W. Ald- 
ridge as one unfit to be made. It predicts 
that euch a nomination, if followed by suc. 
cess at the polls, would be ‘‘a lasting 
disgrace to this Congressional district— 
a disgrace that would be noted throughout 
the Nation.’’ 

The Post Express this afternoon prints 
columns of criticism from leading papers 
throughout the country, and in comment- 
ing on them editorially says: 

‘‘The opinion is one of strong condem- 
nation. His (Aldridge’s) nomination, which 
will be due to his own activity, is re- 
garded everywhere as unfit, and as an 
offensive manifestation of that bossism 
which the people are determined to over- 
throw.’’ 

In the face of the storm of criticism 
and indignation his candidacy has raised 
Mr. Aldridge is standing pat. He is in 
absolute control of the party machinery 
in the city and county and his nomina- 
tion {is assured. Primaries will be held 
to-morrow and delegates pledged to sup- 
port the machine leader will be named. 
If Mr. Aldridge has been affected by the 
protest of press and people he has given 
no indication of it, and his name undoubt- 
edly will be presented to the convention 
on Saturday. 

The Democratic organization is not in- 
sensible to the importance of putting a 
strong man in the field to oppose Mr. 
Aldridge, and party councils have been 
almost continuous for several days in 
an endeavor to agree upon a candidate 
who will measure up to the requirements. 

Several prominent Rochester business 
men have been approached, but have de- 
clined to accept the nomination. A dozen 
men have been canvassed, including John 
Siblev Whalen. ex-Secretary of State; 
George P. Decker, ex-Deputy Attorney 
General; William F. Balkam, a former 
State Committeeman; Frederick Ww. 
Smith, lawyer and former Judge, and 
John D. Lynn, friend and supporter of 
W. J. Bryan. It is not at all improbable 
that one of these men may consent yet 
to accept a nomination. 

While the revolt against Mr. Aldridge 
has all the appearance of a genuine up- 
heaval, the- election is so near at hand 
that it is conceded reluctantly by the 
Democrats that even with a strong can- 
didate they will not have sufficient time 
to make an effective campaign. 

The Republican machine is strongly en- 
trenched, especially in the towns, and it 
takes time to awaken the country voters 
to tae moral issue involved. 


CHECKING FOREST FIRES. 


Whipple Thinks Long Island Rallroad 
Should Use Oil Instead of Coal. 


Commissioner Whipple of the State For- 
est, Fish, and Game Commission held a 
conference with President Peters of the 
Long Island Railroad yesterday on the 
question of checking the forest fires on 
Long Island. Afterward the former de- 
clared that one of the most effective 
methods of preventing fires in that lo- 
cality would be for the Public Service 


Commission to order the road to burn oil 
instead of coal. 

‘““T do not beileve it is the duty of my 
commission to take steps to prevent for- 
est fires,’’ said he.

INDICT 16 IN PITTSBURG. 


Confession of ex-Whip Stewart In- 
volves Health Director Walker. 


PITTSBURG, March 80.—Dr. BE. R. Wal- 
ters, ex-President of the Select Council, 
who now is Director of Public Health and 
Charities, was indicted to-day for accept- 
ing a $1,000 bribe. Fifteen other ex- 
Selectmen, none of whom hitherto have 
been mentioned, were named also in the 
Grand Jury’s report as having received 
amounts from $100 to $1,000. The in- 
dictments make a total of ninety-one in 
three reports of the Grand Jury within 
two weeks. Thirty more officials, di-

The progress of the Grand 
Jury in its probe for the ‘‘men higher 
up” was not disclosed to-day, but it is 
said that progress is being made and 
that the naming of bigger men is certain 
to come soon. The Grand Jury will be 
in session to-morrow.

BINGHAM LIBEL SUIT UP. 
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Lawyer, Angry, Cries, “We Said He 
Was a Scoundrel, and We Stick to It.” 


The argument before Justice Greenbaum 
on a motion to strike out parts of Mayor 
Gaynor’s answer to Gen. Theodore A. 
Bingham’s $100,000 suit for libel attracted 
a large attendance to the Special Term of 
the Supreme Court yesterday. The ses- 
sion abounded in picturesque feaures. 

‘‘When this moving picture show of 
motions is over, and we get into a 24- 
foot ring with a referee,” said Stephen 
Baldwin, attorney for the Mayor, “it 
will be the issues drawn in this amended 


answer which the triat Judge will be com- 
elled to submit to the jury. This pre- 
liminary sparring cannot last forever. 

“ The justification of a libel must be as 
broad as the charge itself. We said Bing- 
ham was a scoundrel and we stick to it! 
The gravamen of the libel In this letter 
is its statement of facts; and the law 
holds that if we prove our facts we need 
not defend our epithets. The libel, if 
any. is in the whole letter. 

‘* Every time a police officer arrests a 
man without a warrant and photographs 
him, he is guilty of assault i the third 
degree, under Section 219 of the Penal 
Code. Our answer sets up that this was 
called to the plaintiff's attention. Surely 
we have a right to plead that. This man 
cannot shelter himself behind the decision 
of the Special Term of the Supreme Court. 
He is presumed to know the law. We 
have said he was lawless: and lawless 
we will prove him. We have a right to 
plead his lawlessness in justification.’’ 

Attorney Baldwin worked himself 
to a high pitch of eloquence. At one 
stage he could not find a paragraph he 
sought in one of the papers and Attorney 
* Cc. Crowley, who represented Gen. 
Bingham, stepped over to help him. 

‘‘Get back into your own corner!” 
Baldwin shouted. ‘‘I can do my own 
finding.”’ 

Attorney Crowley attacked the defense 
that the letter about the Duffy case was 
a privileged communication to the Mavor 
by stating tnat it had been given to the 
press and printed before Mayor McClel- 
lan had received it and that its expres- 
sions showed malice.

CONNERS NOTREADY 
TO YIELD CONTROL 


Declares He Will Call Meeting of 
State Committee When He 
“Gets Good and Ready.” 


MADE NO.PROMISES, HE SAYS 





And Is Ready to Contest His Retire- 
ment from the Chairmanship 
to the Bitter End. 





William J. Conners, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, who is in 
town lovking after certain private busi- 
ness affairs, says that he is far from 
eliminated from control of the party or- 
ganization in the State. When seen at 
the Waldorf yesterday afternoon he was 
in @ most pugnacious mood and expressed 
himself most emphatically as being ready 
to fight the issue to the bitter end. He 
declared that he would call the State 
Committee together when he “ gets good 
and ready,’’ and that he is ‘*‘in no hurry 
about it, either."’ : 

His manner was not at all consistent 
with the general undérstanding after the 
meeting held by the committee at Al- 
bany a month ago, when it was supposed 
that Tammany and the up-State anti- 
Conners element had the votes to turn 
him out, but for the sake of harmony 
allowed him to hold over for a while. It 
was understood that he would call a 
meeting of the committee this month, at 
which he would quietly step down and 
out. 

“When are you going to have the com- 
mittee meet?’’ he was asked. 

**I don’t know whether I will call a 
meeting or not,’’ replied the Chairman. 

“But the understanding was that you 
were to do so this month, was it not?” 

“There has been a lot of ‘ understand- 
ing’ that wasn’t based on fact. Let me 
tell you that I did not promise Murphy or 
anybody else anything. There has been a 
lot said about my signing resignations 
and things of that kind that wasn’t true.’”’ 

“But did you not say at Albany that 
you did not care to serve as Chairman 
after your term had expired? ’”’ 

“I said that I wanted to serve my-term 
out.”’ 

‘“When will it expire? ’”’ 

*“Some people say the term is for two 
years, and there has been a custom of 
having it extend from one State conven- 
tion to another. In recent years there 
has been a reorganization of the commit- 
tee in the Spring of National election 
vears. That’s where they get the idea 
that my term is up this Spring. Now, I 
am going to call the committee together 
when I feel like it. Of course, there will 
have to be a meeting before long to for- 
pare plans for the State campaign this 
Fall. 

‘* We've got to show these Republicans 
up. They are not passing any decent leg- 
isiation up in Albany. Why don’t they 
take a drive at Wall Street and why don’t 
Gov. Hughes have a personal registration 
law passed which will cover the whole 
State? ’’ 

Conners will start up-State the last of 
the week and will probably stop off sev- 
eral times before he reaches Buffalo. 

Leader Murphy of Tammany Hall has 
left Hot Springs, Ark., where he has been 
spending the last few weeks, and will 
probably be in town to-day or to-morrow. 
Then further fireworks in the Democratic 
organization may be expected. Local 
members of the organization wefe of the 
opinion last night that Conners ‘is 
welching on the promise which he made to 
save his neck at Albany.’”’

RECOVER JENKINS DIAMONDS. 





Found Near Néw York, So Chicago 


-_Hears—Jump I[n Their Value. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, March 80,—The Jenkins dia- 
monds, mysteriously stolen from the 


apartments of Mrs. J. W. Jenkins in the 


Hotel Lorraine, New York City, last De- 
cember, have been as mysteriously re- 
covered. The arrest in Chicago of three 
men suspected of complicity in the theft 
of the jewels was followed by an increase 
in the reputed value of the gems from 
$60,000 to $127,000. 

There is much uncertainty about the 
time, place, and manner of the recovery 
of the diamonds, and officers of the pri- 
vate detective agency that handled the 
case have shown no disposition to make 
the details public. 

After following a suspected man from 
New York to Chicago, arresting him and 
two others with several thousand dollars’ 
worth of jewelry in their possession, and 


after having discharged. the. prisoners 
upon the apparent showing that the jew- 
els could not be identified by Mrs. Jenk- 
ins, the detective agency now announces 
that the Chicago prisoners had no connec- 
tion with the Jenkins robbery,” which was 
oe ais of a comparatively unknown 
ef. 





According to W. B. Soule, Chicago Su- 
perintendent of a private detective agen- 
cy, the Jenkins diamonds were recovered 
in a rooming house, ‘‘ within 100 miles of 
New York.” The room of the thief was 
entered Lege ay his absence, and he did 
not return to it after the visit of the de- 
tectives. Ne person has been arrested 
since the recovery of the diamonds, and 


arrested. 

“The diamonds were recovered about 
a week ago,” said Mr. Soule. ‘‘I cannot 
Say just where the recovery was made. 
The identity of the thief and the loca- 
tion of the diamonds was revealed by 
some one who had knowledge of the 
crime. 

“The Chicago prisoners know nothing 
about it, and their release was not due 
tot any information they gave. The pub- 
licity given the arrest of these men was, 
I believe, the indirect cause of the be- 
trayal of the real thfef. About $120,000 
worth of Jewelry was recovered from the 
room of the man who stole the 4dia- 
monds., 

“The total value of the jewelry stolen 
was about $127,000. At the time of the 
Chicago arrests we estimated the value 
of the stolen property too low.” : 


that jewelry valued at $300,000 had been 
stolen from her apartments on the eighth 
floor of the Hotel Lorraine, Fifth Ave- 
nue and Forty-fifth Street. Inspector 
McCafferty took charge of the case, but 
no trace of the thief could be found. 

After a thorough examination of Mrs. 
Jenkins’s apartments and close question- 
ing of the servants of the hotel, the de- 
tectives reported that the case smacked 
of an Arabian Nights tale. 

Later Mrs. Jenkins cut her valuation of 
the missing jewels to $150,000. The police 
did not give up the case, but Inspector 
McCafferty said that his investigation 
was “‘not along the lines of the reported 
robbery.”’ 

Mrs. Jenkins told the police that she 
had left the hotel*‘at 8 o’clock on the afte 
ernoon of the robbery, and that her com- 
panion, a Miss Russell, was also away 
from the apartment all afternoon, When 
she returned two hours later Mrs. Jenke 
ins said she found the drawers of her 
dressing table in disorder and the jewels, 
which had been placed in a black leather 
case, missing. '

Denis a satchel ee on $8,500 worth 
of stamps was found, which had been 
checked there by one of the men. 

Post Office Inspectors James and Jacobs 
last night found the fifth trunk, and in 
it recovered $17,000 worth of stamps. The 
trunk contained nothing but stamps. 

This trunk was found at the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Station at Cortlandt 
Street, and was taken to Police Head- 
quarters, where the other trunks are, This 
makes $73,000 worth of the stamps that 
the Post Office authorities have recovered 
out of the $85,000 worth stolen. 


ORDERS INSANE MAN ON TRIAL

on the Clash. 








BLAMES MURPHY’S MEN 





Defense in the Government’s Suit ‘o 
Dissolve Union Pacific Merger Ends 
To-day—Rebuttal Begins Monday. 





A new version of the famous fight in 
the Gila River cafion, Arizona, between 
canstruction gangs of the E. H. Harri- 
man lines and the Phoenix & Eastern 
Railway Company, not long after the ac- 
quisition of the Southern Pacific By Mr. 
Harriman, was told yesterday before Spe- 
cial Examiner Sylvester G. Williams, who 
is hearing testimony here in the Govern- 
ment’s suit to dissolve the Union Pacific 
merger. 

In the early stages of the Government’s 
suit the Gila River cafion fight received 
much attention, and many stories were 
told of how the hardy graders in the em- 
ploy of Harriman and the Southern Pa- 


cific hurled rocks “own upon the heads, 


of the construction gang of the Phoenix 
& Eastern; how the opposing factions 
set off blasts of dynamite under each 
other’s very noses, and how bitter the 
feeling raged between the opposing gangs, 
each trying to blast its way first through 
the cafion. 

in the earty stories all the blame for 
this fight was placed upon the Southern 
Pacific and on the man who had just 
come into contro], for at the time oi 
the fight Harriman was trying to blaze 
a way through Arizona and New Mexico 
for his projected transcontinental rail- 
way system. 

The lawyers ‘who represent the Union 
Pacific in the present suit reserved the 
company’s version of this fight in the 
canon until the closing hours of the 
defense, and yesterday they called upon 
Eugene S. Ives, general counsel for the 
Harriman lines in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, to tell the railroad’s version of the 
fight. 

“The Phoenix Eastern was organ- 
ized by Frank Murphy, an Arizona pro- 
moter, to build a_roac. according to its 


charter, from Phoenix. Arizona, to Ben- 
son, New Mexico,’’ said Mr. Ives, who 
hails from Tueson, Arizona. ‘* The con- 
struction proceeded along the south bank 
of the Gila River. There was no inter- 
ference of any kind from us with the 
construction, nor were legal proceedings 
brought by any representative of the 
Harriman lines. 

“The construction of the road would 
have proceeded to Benson without inter- 
ference if Murphy and his men hadn't 
departed from their own right of way 
and crossed to the north bank of the 
river, and had attempted to file a loca- 
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tion on which the Harriman interests 
had previously filed. 

“This act by the Murphy people we 
regarded as an attempt to obstruct the 
Harriman lines in the interests of the 
Santa Fé Road in the construction of a 
low grade Southern Pacific transconti- 
nental line by way of the Gila River 
canon to Bowie, Arizona. : 

“The two sets of graders came together 
about sixteen miles west of the cafion’s 
mouth. Instead of the Southern Pacific 
graders hurling rocks at the Murphy peo- 
ple, as has been said, there was blasting 
y both sets of graders. é 

‘‘The Murphy gang dislocated quite as 
many rocks as did the Harriman men, 


‘and for awhile there was a lively time, 


each set of graders setting off mighty 
blasts, which endangered the lives of 
those on each side.”’ 

Ives aiso told how the Southern Pacific 
bought out the Phoenix & Eastern from 
the Santa Fé and expended more than 
, , in the cafion, where work is 
still going.on. He declared that progress 
had been delayed by the Government’s 
reclamation project, by which it was pro- 
posed to build a dam in the cafion. 

‘‘“This reclamation controversy,’’ Ives 
said, ‘‘has been settled during the. last 
few days in favor of the Southern Pacific, 
and work in the cafion will from now on 
be_pushed.”’ 4 

The upshot of the Gila River Canon 
fight for the right of way, according to 
Ives, was that when the Southern Pacific 
took over the Phoenix & Eastern, the 
Santa Fé reserved the right to use its 
tracks. 7 

The testimony of Promoter Frank 
Murphy was also read into the _ record, 
also that of his chief engineer. This was 
to the effect that the Phoenix & Bastern 
was a Benson line and that the building 
of tracks through the Gila River Cafion 
had never been contemplated. 

According to the Union Pacific lawyers 
Murphy admitted that he was acting for 
the Bante Fé during the days just after 
Harriman'secured control of the Southern 
oo and planned his transcontinental 

ne. 

Thé defense of the Harriman lines will 
probably be concluded to-day, and it is 


jlikely that the rebuttal for the Govern- 


ment will bezin on Monday. The suit to 


dissolve the Union Pacific merger began 


in December, 1908. Hearings have been 
held in a dozen large cities and the record 
of testimony contains more than 2,500,000 
words. 

This recérd has been taken entirely by 
Robert S. Taylor of St. Paul, the same 
man who took down the entire record of 
the Government's dissolution suit against 
the Standard Oil Company, the longest 
record of testimony probably ever taken 
in any one case. The number of words 
in the Standard Oil case, 
exhibits, was about 11,000,

WASHINGTON, March 30. — Senator 
Elkins, on behalf of a majority of the 
Inter-State Commerce Committee, to-day 
introduced seven amendments to the: Ad- 
ministration’s Railroad bill, and Senator 
Root of New York began a long speech in 
defense of the measure and the amend- 
ments. AS had been expected, Senator 
Aldrich returned to his seat to-day, and 
the insurgents are convinced that there 
is a close connection between his return 
and the introduction of the amendments 
intended to’ meet some of the objections 
to the measure. 

The amendments are far from meeting 
the full desires of the insurgent and Dem- 
ocratic Senators. As described by an in- 
surgent, they include only the smalier 
amendments asked for, and not all of 
those. No provision is made for a review 
of traffic agreements by the Inter-Sta.e 
Commerce Commission, the sections deal- 
‘ng with stock and bond issues are left 
unchanged, and no amendment is offered 
to the amendment permitting railroads 
to acquire competing lines in which they 
already hold 50 per cent. or more of the 
capital stock. 

Such amendments as are conceded are 
apparently generally acceptable to the in- 
surgents, with the possible exception of 
one making it clearer than ever that 
water lines are excluded from the opera- 
tion of the act. 

The first concession specifies that the 
commerce court’s power of review of the 
orders of the commission shall not exceed 
that now vested in circuit courts. This

He caused sur- 
prise in his opening sentences by saying 
that the court of commerce provided in 
the bill was one of its provisions for 
which he cared little. On general prin- 
ciples he said he was opposed to the 
establishment of new courts, but in view 
of the fact that the President, the At- 
torney General, the Inter-State Commerce 
Commissioners, and practical railroad 
men all agreed that the technical ques- 
tions involved ought to be handled before 
a specially trained tribunal, he declared 
himself willing to waive his more indef- 
inite objection. 

‘‘“On the whole,’’ said Mr. Root, “I 
consider the bill a decided, positive, and 
progressive means toward accomplishing 
the purposes for which the law creating 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
was adopted.’’

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SORG MAKES NEW 
COACHING REGORD 


Drives from Atlantic City to New 
York at an Average of 13.04 
Miles an Hour. 








A new world’s coaching record for a 
long-distance trip was made yesterday 
when Paul A. Sorg, the prominent horse 
show exhibitor, drove his four-in-hand to 
the Holland House from Atlantic City. 
The distance covered was 134 miles, while 
the actual time on the road was 12 hours 
18 minutes, including stops and unavoid- 
able delays. At several stages of the 
journey considefable time was lost 
through delays at ferries and failure to 
have the relays ready owing to the fact 
that the coach arrived at the various sta- 
tions ahead of time. Deducting these de- 
days the actual time Mr. Sorg was driv- 
ing was a trifle over ten hours, which 
averaged 13:04 miles an hour for the en- 
tire journey, 

The seccnd half of the journey began 
yesterday morning at Lakewood when Mr. 
Sorg with twelve passengers on the coach 
All Sport left the Laurel House for New 


York. The conditions from Lakewood 
somewhat handicapped the coaching 
party owing to the poor condition of the 
roads and the loss ef time at the Totten- 
ville and St. George ferries. 

When the coach left Lakewood the rec- 
ord from Atlantic City had been reduced 
forty-five minutes, and Mr. Sorg, with 
Charles A. Baudouine on the box, started 
to complete the record-breaking journey. 
The first change of horses was made at 
Farmingdale. From this point the relays 
were made at Freehold and Wickatunk in 
New Jersey. The coaching party was 
held up for nearly ten minutes at the 
Tottenville Ferry. With a change of 
horses at this point a cockhorse was 
gy into service for the Staten Island 

s. 

The cockhorse was dropped at New 
Dorp, where another change of horses 
was made. The coach continued its 
journey to St. George, where a few min- 
utes were lost in waiting for the ferry. 
Thirty minutes were consumed in crossing 
the bay. Leaving the Battery, Mr. Sorg 
driving his regular town, four passed 
up Broadway to Fourth Street, from 
thence to Washington Square to where 
the coach swung into Fifth Avenue and 
proceeded to the Holland House, which 
was reached at 2:09 P. M., which by a 
peculiar coincidence was exactly the same 
time the coach reached Lakewood on the 
preceding day. The run from the Battery 
to the Holland House occupied twénty- 
seven minutes. This was due to the con- 
gested condition of the traffic. On the 
trip to Atlantic City the journey between 
these points made on Sunday morning was 
made in nineteen minutes, when the 
coaching party was not held up by the 
traffic. 

One of the features of this world’s rec- 
ord-breaking trip was the fact that Mr. 
Sorg carried twelve passengers on the 
top of the coach, while the interior was 
filled with baggage, which materially 
handicapped the driver during the entire 
route. 

The best previous time accomplished by 
a four-in-pund was made by James Hazen 
Hyde, who arove from New York to 
Lakewood in 8 hours and 50 minutes. The 
route taken by Mr. Hyde was different 
from that covered yesterday by Mr. Sorg, 
and as a result the times do not compare 
in the record.

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CAPT. HART EXAMINED. 


Corn. mission Says There Is No Reason 
Why He Should Not Play Football. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., March 30.—As a re- 
sult of a charge recently made that Capt. 
Edward J. Hart of the Princeton (1910) 
footbail team risks his life every time he 
plays football, because of an injury to 
his neck received some years ago, Prof. 
McLenahan, Chairman of the Faculty 
Committee on Outdoor Sports, issued a 
Statement to-day. This statement de- 
clares that Hart is running no greater 
risk than any other football player has 
to encounter, and it states that a specially 
constructed headgear is a needless precau- 
ti 








on. 

Incidentally, one of the physicians 
quoted is a Yale graduate and another is 
& Harvard alumnus. Prof. McLenahan’s 
statement follows: 

First—The original injury in no way affect- 
ed the bony or ligamentous structures of the 
spine. It consisted in the rupture of some small 
and unimportant tendinous or muscular struct- 
ure. 

Second—There is no reason why he should 
not play football with the facility and safety 
that pertain to the ordinary individual, 

Third—No special apparatus is required either 
for safety or efficiency. 

Dr. Gibney, acting as Chairman of the com- 
mission, says in his report to the committee, 
of which I am a member, that he has gone 
over the case of Mr. Hart very thoroughly. 
We have had a number of X-rays taken, and 
we are unanimously of the opinion that he has 
never sustained a fracture of the vertebrae or 
of any part thereof, and we further find there 
is no serious danger to his neck and nothing 
to prevent his playing football. There is no 
reason why he should have a head mask or 
protection of any kind unless it be a high col- 
lar of leather or some soft material to prevent 
strain. 

In spite of all rumors to the contrary, this 
examination, held on March 11, 1910, Is the 
only physical examination which Mr. Hart has 
undergone since the close of the last football 
season. 

A commission consisting of Dr. “ee 
Gibney, Dr. C. Gibson, and Dr. John 
A, Hartwell of New York was requested 
to examine the condition of Mr. Hart. 
After a thorough examination of Mr. Hart 
and of a large number of X-rays taken 
by Di. E. W. Cald-vell of New York the 
commission reached the above conclusions 
unanimously.

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KLING FINED $700: 
MUST PLAY WITH CUBS 


‘Chicago Catcher Found Guilty of 
' Violating Laws of Organ- 





ized Baseball. 





CINCINNATI, Ohio, March .°0.—John G. 
“ling, the premier catcher of the Chi- 
eazo Nationals, will be reinstated in or- 
nized baseball upon his payment of a 
fine of S700. according to the decision of 
¢: National Commission, made public 
tu-day. The decision was signed by Chair- 
nyan August Herrmann and Thomas J. 
* synch, President of the National League. 
3: B. Johnson, President of the American 
League did net sign. 

The commission will require Charles W. 
Murphy. President of the Chicago Na- 
tionals, to show cause why he should not 
be fined at least $200 for the violation of 
Rule 47, which forbids a club to submit 
a new contract to an ineligible player. 
Furthermore, the Chicago Nationals will 
not he allowed to trade, sell, or release 
Kling for one season, nor will it be per- 
mitied to pay Kline's fine, directly or in- 
directly, a ‘‘severe”’ penalty. 

Kling was not fined for his failure to 
report to the (‘lub, nor for the 
Violation of his contract, but solely for 
his connection with the Missouri Athletic 
Club's semi-professional team of Kansas 
City, and plaving with and against 
ineligible players during the time he was 
with that club. 

Kling was fined $200 for “his 
with reference to his connection with the 
Missouri Athletic Club, and particularly 
in permitting an ineligible player (Frazer) 
to participate in games with that club." 
Jie will also be required to pay a fine of 
$200 for his violation of Rule 47 and S300 
additional for his violation of that rule in 
defiance of a notice from the commission 
not to do so. 

Kling will also be required to carry out 
the terms of his original contract, which 
still has one more season to run. This 
called for a salary of $4,500 a vear. The 
commission states that Kline's action 
cannot be termed a “violation of con- 
tract,’’ as it has been understood and ac- 
cepted in baseball law. 

In speaking of the leave of absence 
granted Kling by Murphy on April 26, 
i$09, the decision says that Murphy's 
statements are misleading. It says that 
the leave of absence has no bearing on 
the case, as ‘“‘it was not one entered into 
or agreed upon in good faith.’’

Yet it is impossible to ignore that 
past, or the transactions in it that dis- 
tinctly were dishonorable. By his own 
testimony he coénnived at bribery. 
put his brother in possession of the 
purposes of the corruptionists. He prv- 
moted the carrying out of the bribe 
giving. He acted as guide and go- 
between in the miserable transaction. 
He maintained silence as to the offense 
for years. When he disclosed it to some 
of his fellow-Senators it was at a time 
when he was contending against the 
advancement of the bribe taker and he 
made the disclosure in ‘“ confidence.” 
When his story became public it was 
only with reluctance that he reached 
the decision to pursue the honorable 
course we have referred to. By these 
facts it cannot be denied that he was 
deeply involved in a particularly base 
and harmful transaction, and if the 
Senate should now proceed to examine 
his ‘“‘qualifications’’ as they did those 
of ALLDs he could hardly complain, nor 
could the result be very doubtful, save 
for one consideration. That is the con- 
sideration that he has offset his pre- 
vious conduct by his recent conduct 
and that the high qualities he has 
shown within the past few weeks may 
be balanced against those he had be- 
fore manifested. To this is to be added 
the reflection that to disgrace Mr. 
CONGER now would be to discourage in 
the future the kind of service he has 
rendered. 

In these circumstances it is probable 
that the best course for Mr. CONGER 
to adopt would be to offer his resigna- 
tion. Surely he must be aware that his 
usefulness as a Senator js practically 
gone. To insist on remaining in the 
Senate for the rest of the year is only 
to challenge treatment such as has been 
accorded to ALLDs. On the charges that 
would be brought he could not hope 
to be adjudged innocent. The best that 
he cou.d expect would be a decision by 
the Senate that the wrong conduct 
which he has testified to did not, in 
view of his after service, constitute 
sufficient reason for his expulsion. That 
would be scant comfort. 








WHY WORK SO HARD? 

It is curious that the harder our faith- 
ful legislators work the less gratitude 
is shown by the inappreciative bene- 
ficiaries of their labors. Yesterday the 
Federal income tax was before the As- 
sembly Committee for ratification. No- 
body appeared against it. It is also 
true that nobody appeared in favor of 
it, and while the Assemblyman who is 
pressing the friendless proposal droned 
through his argument the committee- 
men were surreptitiously busying them- 
selves about other matters. The same 
conditions were reported from some 
other States which felt called upon to 
act one way or the other. There is no 
popular vitality in the matter. 

The same listlessness is apparent re- 
garding the burning issues before Con- 
gress. Senators are equally reluctant 
to support or oppose the Administra- 
tion Railway bill, which was revised 
nine times before introduction, and ai- 
though then certified as perfect is yet 
to be improved by some official amend- 
ments. The idea that either House is 
preparing the bill is humorous consid- 
ering these facts. There is no sign that 
the postal savings bank is a “ thriller,” 
@né the investigation of the mysterious 
geurcs of life in the Subsidy bill is a

A MISCHIEVOUS BILL. 

Now comes Senator DEePrew with a 
bill that gives exemption from ‘“ inter- 
ference”’ and priority of dispatch, in 
time of peace, to radio-electric mes- 
sages in behalf of the Army and Navy 
over the wireless messages of com- 
merce. 

It is a mischievous measure. Must 
the splendid wireless operations of the 
transatlantic liners and of the radio- 
telegraphic companies on land, which 
are-showing such marked development, 
be suspended whenever two subalterns 
choose to greet each other tlivough the 
ether? It is granted that, in time of 
war, naval and military messages 
should take precedence over commer- 
cial messages. But during peace the 
rights of commerce should always and 
everywhere be held paramount. 

This bill is doubly mischievous in that 
it confers upon the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, an official who can 
know nothing about the technical de- 
mands of private wireless business, 
practically unlimited power of deter- 
mining its conduct. And why should 
wireless companies, which pay their 
proportionate share of taxes in each 
State, be compelled to pay an addi- 
tional license fee when no such fee is 
exacted from wealthy land companies?

A “LIVE AND LET LIVE” POLICY. 
The New Haven Railway has filed no- 
tice with the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission that, having raised the wages 
of its employés, it would also raise the 
rates it charges to its patrons. Any 
other concern than a public utility 
would raise the price of what it sells 
without that formality, but a,railway 
must get permission from a body none 
too friendly, and the question arises 
what view the Commission and the 
public should take _of the proposal. 

Why should not the two proposals 
be recognized as natural complements? 
The rates, not having been complained 
of before, must be assumed to be natu- 
ral and reasonable, and, if costs are to 
be increased, they must be paid from 
earnings, the only possible source of 
income. Doubtless the railway’s pa- 
trons would prefer that the owners 
should forego dividends. The-owners’ 
reluctance to have their incomes re- 
duced in order that the incomes and the 
convenience of strangers may be in- 
creased is natural, but may be disre- 
garded in any consideration of the in- 
terests of the community at large. 

The general interest is simply that 
railway service should be good. It is 
essential that it should not be discrim- 
inatory, but it is not essential that it 
should be cheap, and it is undesirable 
that it should be furnished below cost, 
or at the cost of anybody except those 
who receive it. The supply must stop 
if it is not furnished at a profit. No- 
body can be expected or compelled to 
supply anything at a loss, and railways 
less than others. The reason is that 
railways must charge enough not mere- 
ly to live, but to grow. If they do not 
grow the communities they serve can- 
not grow. Mr. HILu said yesterday that 
the railways need $9,600,000,000 within 
six years for growth alone. It can be 
found if the dividend fund is not re- 
duced, but it cannot be found if either 
the wage fund or the dividend fund is 
starved. 

Fortunately there is no need for starv- 
ing either. The services of the rail- 
ways supply the resources from an in- 
finitesimal percentage of the profits 
which they supply to the patrons of 
the railways.

State, and these agents are not wholly 
devoted to the detection of violations 
of the law. If the entire force were 
concentrated in either one of the three 
principal boroughs it would have its 
hands full. Any reasonable share of 
the force that could be put to work in 
the city at large would hardly suffice 
to inspect the traffic and to do the 
necessary work of detection and of se- 
curing evidence. As nearly as we can 
make out from the Mayor’s letter to 
the Commissioner of Police, the city 
police are to be limited to such activi- 
ties as they can carry on outside the 
saloons by careful and continuous ob- 
servation, with especial reference to 
reporting any obstruction to the view 
from the street. It will be a matter 
for experiment how far this function 
will go in securing the punishment and 
suppression of illegal traffic. 

Obviously if the police are to be re- 
stricted, no matter for what good rea- 
sons, in the exercise of their powers as 
detectives, this restriction must be ac- 
companied by the greatest possible 
thoroughness in the enforcement of dis- 
cipline and in the discovery and up- 
rooting of corruption and favoritism in 
the force in all its grades, and even 
more in the higher than in the lower 
grades. It is undoubtedly true that the 
practice of entering saloons in plain 
clothes and making arrests after dis- 
play of the shield gives opportunity for 
blackmail and bribery. But, as we have 
already said, this evil could not exist 
in any serious degree and escape the 
knowledge of competent and vigilant 
and honest superiors. What the Mayor 
calls this ‘‘eating canker of corrup- 
tion” has not been and could not be 
confined to the patrolmen, and its rav- 
ages in the upper members of the 
police body will not be remedied or the 
canker eradicated by limiting the op- 
portunities of the lower members. If 
the Mayor’s somewhat novel scheme is 
to have the success that all good citi- 
zens will wish for it, it must be accom- 
panied by a radical and stern reform 
of the whole force.

Letters from the Crown 
Prince of Germany form 
a Prince a part at once surprising 

. and interesting of the ev- 

His Trade. idence presented here this 
week in the trial of a man accused of 
misusing money invested—all too perma- 
nently—in his mine. They are very confi- 
dential and intimate letters, written by 
the Prince to a close friend, and it is 
rather hard that they should have been 
made public, but as they contain nothing 
not creditable to the author, he will enly 
be embarrassed, not injured, by the dis- 
closure of how he views himself, his im- 
perial father, and the relation of both 
to the State. 

For in the letters appears nothing of the 
traditional hostility between the heir ap- 
parent and the wearer of the crown for 
which he is waiting. Instead, in this in- 
stance, the heir expresses only a mild re- 
joicing that he is at last permitted to gain 
something of the knowledge he would like 
to have in regard to the conduct of public 
affairs and the art of ruling a nation. He 
presents the situation as he sees it in 
curious and naive metaphor, which, in 
the rude translation filed with the court, 
reads: 


Teaching 


Papa, too, is now always very kind toward 
me, and we have approached one another a 
good deal. Some days ago he has talked 
with me for a long time about politics. I 
am so thankful for it, feeling as if the old- 
est sailor of a vessel never is allowed to 
conduct it, still knowing tnat very moment 
the steersman may have to be replaced by 
him. 


That is badly in need of editing, but 
the young man’s meaning is sufficiently 
clear. He takes himself very seriously, as 
becomes a Hohenzollern, and doubtless 
kept his face quite straight while writing 
of himself as ‘“‘ the oldest sallor.”’” Yet 
he reveals a lurking suspicion of his own 
incompetency, and that shows progress, 
for probably it is a feeling which his 
beautifully self-confident father never en- 
tertained for a moment. Neither the 
Kaiser nor his son will be pleased by the 
publication of these letters in this irrev- 
erent and too humorous country, and pre- 
sumably the Prince will be advised with 
some emphasis to refrain hereafter from 
discussing family matters and domestic 
scenes with young aristocrats who have 
rashly plunged into the troubled waters 
of American mining promotion. 

Real detectives cannot. 
of course, do quite as good, 
in the sense of as wonder- 
‘ful, work as do those of 
the skilled romancer, since 
they are obliged to attack the problems 
of crime from the hard instead of from 
the easy end, and to move toward an un- 
known, not a known solution. Neverthe- 
less, their achievements occasionally ap- 
proach those of their imagined rivals, 
and a case in point is the swift pursuit 
and prompt capture by the Government 
Inspectors of the men who robbed the 
Richmond Post Office. 

The thieves were evidently experienced, 
expert, and well equipped, and probably 
as intelligent as thieves ever are. They 
made a big haul of stamps and cash and 
escaped to what they had some reason 
to consider safety. Their one danger lay 
in the fact that their booty had to be 
carried away from Richmond in trunks, 
and trunks in course of transportation by 


rail cannot be concealed and can, be 
traced. This tracing was done by the 
Inspectors with what, at least, looks like 
wonderful skill, and certainly with suc- 
cess. After the trunks had been followed 
and found in this city, they had only to 
be watched till called for. 

The task seems simple after it has been 
accomplished, but the chances of failure 
were many and the avoidance of them 
all was a notable triumph of detective 
skill.

MARRIED WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 





Mes. Johnston-Wood’s Suffragist Com- 


plaints Are Here Contradicted. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


It seems desirable, even necessary, to 
in 
*‘Laws Discriminating Against Women in 
the State of New York,” by Harriette M. 
Jonnston-Wood, as quoted in THE T(u“Es 


correct two misstatements made 


of March ?6. Mrs. Johnston-Wood says, 


“A wife cannot make a binding contract 
with her husband to pay her for services 


within or without the household.”’ 

In Section 51 of the Domestic Relation 
law, 1908, we read: 

A married woman has all the rights 
in respect to property, real or personal, 
and the acquisition, use, enjoyment, 
and disposition thereof, to make con- 
‘tracts in respect thereto with any B ug 38 
son, including her husband, and to 
carry on any business, trade, or oc- 
cupation, and to exercisy all powers 
and enjoy all rights in respect there- 
to, and in respect to her contracts, 
and ke liable on such contracts as if 
she were unmarried; but a husband 
2nd wife cannot contract to dissolve 
the marriage or to relieve the husband 
from his liability to support his wife. 
Again, Mrs. Johnston-Wood says, ‘* The 

faiher’s right to the custody of the child 
is paramount.’”’ I suppose she refers to 
Section 8 of the Domestic Relation law, 
but she omits to quote, and, therefore, 
fails to make it clear, that when “a 
minor shall acquire real property the 
guardianship of his property * * * be- 
longs first to the father, and second, if 
there be no father, to the mother.”’ Sec- 
tion 81, however, deals with the child, 
and not his property, and that declares: 
‘*A married woman is a joint guardian of 
her children with her husband, with equal 
powers, rights, and duties in regard to 
them.’”” And * * * ‘* Kither the father 
or the mother may in the lifetime of them 
both, by last will duly executed, appoint 
the other the guardian of the person and 
property of such child during its mi- 
nority.’’ 

It is not less desirable and necessary 
to correct the general impression made by 
Mrs. Johnston-Wood in her compilation of 
laws regarding women and labeled as dis- 
criminating against them, because un- 
less any set of laws is considered as a 
whole we get those half-truths which are 
alwuys dangerously deceptive. 

The ‘‘common law,” on which the law 
of this State is based, has always recog- 
rized the family as the social unit, and 
held the husband and father responsibie 
for its welfare. There is in the minds 
of sume persons at present, and Mrs. 
Jchnston-Wood seems to be one of the 
number, a disposition to ignore, or decline 
to recognize, this point of view, and to de- 
clare that the individual, in contradis- 
tinction to the family, is the social unit. 
To insist upon reviewing the law as it 
stands while refusing to recognize the 
spirit which gave it birth, and to look at 
it through the distorted medium of de- 
liberate misunderstand, is as_ foolish 
aid misleading as it is disengenuous, and 
quite unworthy of even a special pleader. 

Because the husband and father was 
and is responsible for the subsistence of 
his wife and family therefore he was 
recognized as logically the proper verson 
to administer and inherit the property of 
the family; but as time wore away the 
barriers raised for protectioh had become 
coercive between the family and the 
wcrid; as industrial life began to call 
women out of the home, and property 
amassed by the wife was claimed by the 
Lusband and used sometimes fer his ben- 
efit rather than hers, the gradual changes 
began to take place which have in the 
last thirty or forty years entirely changed 
the relation of the wife toward property 
and the guardianship of her children. 
This change has all been in the favor of 
the wife and mother, and one after an- 
other the privileges which men had over 
the property of their wives and the guard- 
ianship of their children have not only 
been lost but many of them have been 
actually reversed. The legal relations are 
as though they were unmarried, excepting 
that they cannot alter or dissolve the 
marriage. The wife cannot releade the 
husband from the obligation to support 
her. 

The italics above are mine, as I wish to 
call attention to the fact that throughout 
these laws it is assumed as an unalterable 
condition that when a man marries and 
makes a woman the mother of his chil- 
dren he thereby incurs the responsibility 
for her and their support, a responsibility 
which the wife never shares no matter 
how much property she may have. 

For over thirty years a woman has 
been able to hold and enjoy her separate 
property, however acquired, even when 
it has been given by her husband, frecd 
‘rom any interference or cotrol by him, 
and from al] liability for his debts. A 
husband however, liable for neces- 
saries purchased by his wife and 
also for money given his wife by a 
third person to purchase necessaries, 
and he is bound to support. her 
and her children without regard to her 
individual or separaie estate. Even when 
a separation occurs a husband is com- 
ypelled through the payment of alimony 
to continue to support his wife, nothing 
short of infidelity on her part and con- 
sequent divorce relieving him of that lia- 
bility. No obligation, however, to fur- 
nish necessaries to a husband rests upon 
the wife under any circumstances what- 
ever. 

A woman niay sell, assign, or transfer 
her real and personal property and carry 
on any trade or business and perform 
any labor and service on her separate 


account, and her earnings are her own sole 
and separate property. Mrs. Johnston- 
Wood says that ‘“‘the joint earnings of 
husband and wife belong to the husband,’”’ 
tut she forgets to add that out of those 
joint earnings the wife must be supported, 
and that if they are large enough to be 
invested in real estate it becomes im- 
possible for the husband to sell or de- 
vise it except subject to her dower right. 
Through this ‘‘ dower right’? Mrs. John- 
ston-Wood complains that a husband is 
obliged to lease only one-third of his real 
estate to his wife, and that she has only 
a life interest in it. 
hers attaches to any he owns at the time 
of marriage, or acquires during the mar- 
riage, and no act of his can divest her 
of it. On the other hand she can buy, sell, 
give, or will away her-real property as 
freely as though she were unmarried 
without any right of interference by him, 
and without any claim of his upon it. 
This dower right is a very real and ac- 
tive line upon a husband’s estate, while 
the so-called ‘‘ courtesy right,’’ which is 
supposed to offset it, is a very shadowy 
affair, and has been so seldom exercised 
as to make it difficult to find authorities 
defining its exact limits. and privileges. 

A husband has no right to any of his 
wife's estate until after the birth of a Hv- 
ing child, and this right is so lightly con- 
sidered that a wife may absolutely defeat 
it at any time without the consent of her 
husband, either by conveying her real 
property during her lifetime or by devis- 
ing it by will. Should he inherit through 
‘courtesy’ right his, too, is only a 
life interest. 

A husband is not obliged to leave his 
personal property to his wife, but neither 
is the wife obliged to leave any to her 
husband. There is no “ discrimination 
against.’ they stand on an equality. 

Mrs. Johnsten-Wood complains that a 
woman cannot make a binding contract 
with her husband to be paid for her 
services. But she doesn’t have to do so. 
He is obliged to support her, but she can 
so into any business she pleases, keep all 
the profits, and still demand support from 
him. <A husband has no claim against 
his wife’s estate for having supported her, 
but if she supports him, as by keeping a 
boarding house, and he acknowledges the 
debt, she has a valid claim for reimburse- 
ment against his estate. 

Generally speaking the rights of a wife 
against her husband are such as he can- 
not deprive her of, while his rights agains‘ 
her depend entirely upon her consent, and 
she can deprive him of them at any time 
with the greatest ease.

Pennsylvania and illinois Will Be Tied 
Up, Says President Lewis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 30.—‘‘The 
members of the National Executive Board 
will have their instructions as to the di- 
rection of whatever strikes in the bitumi- 
nous coal districts may be necessary 
when they leave Indianapolis to-morrow 
night,’’ said Thomas L. Lewis, President 
; Of the United Mine Workers, to-night. 
'“TI shall go first into the Illinois field. 
At midnight to-morrow there will be 
a suspension of work in some districts, 
but it will last only a few days, and no 
one will suffer loss. The miners will 
get their uniform advance in wages of 5 
cents a ton all over America, and there 
will be no bad strike.’’ 

President Lewis declared in Cincinnati 
to-day, before leaving for here, that 
“ Pennsylvania and Illinois’ will be com- 
pletely tied up.’’ The miners in those two 
districts number 190,000. Pennsylvania’s 
annual production is 150,000,000 tons and 
that of Illinois is 50,000,000 tons. 

Under the plan adopted by the miners’ 
special convention there will be no coun- 


try-wide sf¥ike. All mines will be idle, 
as usual, on April 1, which is the holi- 
day anniversary of the eight-hour day, 
and no miners are to return to work 
next day unless ordered to do so by their 
district officials. These officials are not 
allowed to give that order unless all the 
mine owners in the district or sub-dis- 
trict have signed the preliminary agree- 
ment adopted by the convention.

Why Do Its Four-Year Pupils Fail to 
Qualify as Teachers? 


To the’ Editor of The New York Times: 

In the report of the City Superintendent of 
Sché@ols for 1908—the latest report published— 
it is stated that 195 young women who were 
graduated fron: Normal College applied for 
license No. 1 to teach in the public schools. 
Examination by the Board of Examiners 
showed that 54 of these, or 27 per cent., were 
unfit, and they were therefore denied the 
license. 

The Training School fcr Teachers had during 
the same year so much more efficient a corps 
of pedagogical experts to train its pupils that 
some negligitle quantity—only 1 per cent. or 
so—failed to qualify. These figures are much 
the same as these of previous reports, and 
when the report for 1909 is available there is 
no reason to apprehend that there will be 
much difference. Both institutions are sup- 
ported by the city, the Normal College having 
a four-year course, as against the Training 
School’s two-year course. 

A graduate of tne Normal College used to be 
licensed as teached by the fact of graduation. 
We are now, however, in changed circum- 
stances, and pernaps young women aspiring to 
become teachers cvuld do no better than go to 
the school where, by some get-wise-quick 
methods, they can secure more certain results 
than by the four-year methods of the Normal. 

Perhaps there is some other explanation of 
the situation so disastrous to Normal gradu- 
ates. When they fail same say to them: ‘‘ Get

Liquor Traffic in New Jersey. 
To the Editor of The Ncw York Times: 

Your correspondent, Mr. Schaefer,-wvould seen 
to claim: that where the liquor business flour- 
ishes by legal perraission the advantages to the 
community are greater than in localities where 
it is restricted, or prohibited. My home State 
of New Jersey enjoys the distinction, borne by 
two or titree far Western States, of being the 
only State east of the Missouri without the 
privilege of voting locally upon this question. 
Here are a few ‘‘ results’’ of a practically un- 
restricted operation of the business: 

We have in our State’s prison and two peni- 
tentiaries (not including our Jails and reforma- 
tories) One convict to every 1,867 of population 
and one case of insanity to every 413 people, 
being part of the ‘‘ dividends ’’ we enjoy from 
possessing one saloon to every 214 of popula- 
tion. 

New England, with one liquor dealer to every 
632 people, has one convict to every 3,162 of 
population and one insane to every 493 inhabi- 
tants. Our convicts increased last year by 115, 
notwithstanding our probation system, using 
every means to limit the State’s prison ‘‘ popu- 
lation.’’ In the six New England States, with 
& population vastly greater than New Jersey, 
the increase was only 77, while in the great 
States of Minnesota, Nebraska, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, Ohio. and 
South Dakota there was an actual decrease of 
483 in number, although their united popula- 
tion is ten times greater than ours. At the 
same time our State prison cost us taxpayers 
$48,000 more than all the States’ prisons of 
this great group of States, and $12.780 more 
than all the prisons of New England! (And 
there the jail population is made up in a 
marked degree by illegal liquor sellers who are 
sent to prison, instead of to the legislatures, 
or other ‘‘ honorable bodies,’’ as here, in some 
cases.) If this liquor business is such a benef- 
icent affair, why not persuade railroad man- 
agers, bank officers, merchants, and other em- 
ployers of myriads of men to remove the boycot 
on the business which 1s spreading throughout 
the land?

The Philharmonic Society gave ‘ast 
evening the last concert of its historical 
series. which, like several of the recent 
ones in this series, have been concerned 
wit hmodern composers a little out of 
chronological sequence. ‘hus, Bruekner 
was the central point of this concert, and 
with his name were joined those of Hans 
Pfitzner and Richard Strauss. Pfitzner 
is known only by name to the New York 
musical public. The composition 
last evening was the overture to a

It would go 
far to confirm what the composer 
declared about himselm, that he 
old-fashioned melodist.’’

A. United States emergency currency in 
readiness at Federal Sub-Tieasuries to 
be issued cn the deposit of Clearing House 
loan ecrtificates by Clearing House in 
Sub-Treasury cities was advocated last 
night by James G. Cannon, Vice President 
of the Fourth National Bank, in a speech 
before the Finance Forum in the West 
Side Auditorium as the best solution of 
our currency problem. Mr. Cannon said 
in part:

This would seem to me to provide a safe 
emergency circulation, having behind it, 
first, the credit of the individual institu- 
tion and its coliateral: second, the fact that 
a large margin of collateral is required 
hefore the certificates are issued: third, 
that the bank members of associations by 
which certificates are issued agree among 
themselves to assume their pro rata of any 
losses that may occur through their issvu- 
ance, which practically means that all the 
essets of all the bank members of the 
Clearing House Association are pledged to 
the payment of the certificates it issues; 
feurth, the fact that the Government is 
asked to advance only ) per cent. of the 
face value of these certificates, and fifth, 
the certainty of the prompt retirement of 
the emergency currency with lawful money 
of the United States. 

Mr. Cannon observed that in the last 
panic the mercantile interests of the 
country stood like a rock, and there were 
few. failures. The New York Clearing 
House at that time held collateral, against 
the certificates it issued, amounting to 
$153,000,000. Of this total. he said, $350,- 
00,000, or nearly 73 per cent.. was com- 
mercial paper. The rest was stocks, 
bonds, and short-time railroad notes. He 
thought this demonstrated the feasibility 
of using the emergency currency he fa- 
vored.

Cotton Fabrics Containing “Cords” Are 


Held Not Subject to Extra Duty. 


In sustaining a claim filed by McCon- 
nell & Co. the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers held yesterday that fig- 
ured cotton cloth of the kind in contro- 
versy is not subject to an additional duty 
of 2 cents per square yard, because the 


goods do not contain other than the or- 
dinary warp and filling threads. The 
Government alleged that the cloth does 
conta:n other than the ordinary threads, 


and that therefore the additional tax was 
justified. 


The case arises under the tariff of 1909, 
and the decision now made by General 
Appraiser Howell is the result of a re- 
hearing of the issue at which the import- 
ers submitted additional evidence in sup- 


port of their contention. The General 
Appraiser goes into a technical discussion 
of the law as it relates to textiles of the 
kind under protest. He.reaches the con- 
clusion that the provision in the Act of 
1909 for cloth in which ‘other than the 
ordinary warp and filling threads-are used 
to form a figure,”’ being a substantial re- 
enactment of the provision in Paragraph 
313 of the Act of 1897, for cloth in which 
other than ordinary threads are intro- 
duced, merchandise that during the entire 
life of the Act of 1897 was uniformly held 
not to be within Paragraph 313 wiil, un- 
der the “ule with respect to long-continued 
practice, be held to be excluded from 
Paragranh 3238 of the subsequent act. 

It appears that the cloth was so woven 
that certain warp threads were grouped 
together and covered on the face of the 
fabric wita another warp thread, so thata 
so-called “‘cord’’ was formed. This cord 
is heid not to be other than ordinary, the 
importer’s claim being upheld.

Selling by Speculative Element Un- 
opposed and Provokes Some Liqui- 
dation—Exchange Moves Up. 





There was repeated on*the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday the price movement of 
Monday. In the early part of the session 
the market was narrow and inactive, but 
around midday the traders and speculat- 
ors in a large way, whose operations have 
for a fortnight or so dominated the mar- 
ket, renewed their attacks upon prices, 
which. yielded easily; and at the low 
| levels invited a larger volume of genuine 
| liquidation than has been the case in any 
‘similar decline in the recent past. A half- 
_ hearted recovery marked the closing mo- 
ments of the trading, but prices of active 
Shares at the end represented losses of 
from 1 to 2 points as compared with the 
corresponding figures on Tuesday night. 
The move against the market was based, 
according to the professions of those en- 
gaged in it, upon the very sharp rise in 
demand sterling in the foreign exchange 
market, promising early exports of gold, 
the prospect of much cooler weather in 
the West, with possible frosts, owing to 
the severe snowstorms moving in that 
direction from the Rocky Mountains, and 
the possibility of a decision in the To- 
bacco case on Monday next, following 
the determination of the Supreme Court 
1 Justices not to accompany the remains 
of Justice Brewer to Kansas. Such ar- 
suments as a reason for weakness in the 
Stock market hardly bear analysis, how- 
ever adequately they may serve the mo- 
mentary purposes of speculators. It is ob- 
vious, for example, that substantial ship- 
ments of gold from this side to London 
may enable the Bank of England to meet 
the extraordinary demands being made 
upon it just now without recourse to a 5 
per cent. discount rate, and it is naturally 
to the interest of our own financial situ- 
ation that money stress in London be 
averted. So far as cooler weather for the 
crop country is concerned, as a stock 
market argument it is enough to note the 
fact that the investigators now in 
the field have expressed the opinion 
that this was exactly what is need- 
ed. Again, early decisions in both the To- 
bacco and Standard Oil cases are in ey ery 
Way desirable, and if the fact that the 
Supreme Court is to meet as usual on 
Monday next means a verdict in the To- 
bacco case the fact forms no cause for 
anxiety. It will probably be discovered, as 
was true in the Northern Securities affair. 
that the outcome has been pretty thor- 
oughly discounted. Actual developments 
of the day included such a noteworthy 
occurrence as the voluntary increase in 
wages made by the Pennsylvania : Rail- 
road to practically all its army of em- 
ployes, an incident which it is difficult 
to construe as anything but favorable, 
since the managers of this great property 
would hardly have taken the step had 
they not felt confident of the business 
future; the averting of a soft coal strike 
through a decision of the Central Asso- 
ciation to leave the settlement of al] ques- 
tions to State organizations. and the 
semi-official announcement of a hand- 
some distribution of profits for the stock- 
holders of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, 
an announcement which had considerable 
to do with the firmer tone of prices in 
the closing minutes of business. 

As a result of the day’s advance in the 


exchange market demand sterling came 
within less than a half cent of the figure 





to Europe. Shipments are plainly indi- 
cated, inasmuch as sales of bonds to for- 
eign _ investors have fallen away, while 
the European selling of our stocks spec- 
ulatively held is fairly general and the 
trade balance continues adverse. In bank- 
ing quarters no disquiet exists over the 
prospect of exports. Save for the hard- 
ening of the money market incidental to 
the April 1 disbursements and current 
corporation financing conditions promise 
ease sufficient to provide for the pros- 
pective exports without embarrassment.

DELAWARE & HUDSON GAINS. 


But Its Coal Earnings Were Less 
~ Qwing to Depression in Trade. 


A decrease of $7,506,000 in the gross re- 
ceipts of the coal department and an’ in- 
crease of $1,025,000 in the gross earnings 
of the railroad are reported by the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Company in its annual 
pamphlet report for the year ended Dec. 
31 last, issued yesterday. The coal depart- 
ment earned $16,340,000 gross and $507,875 
net on 6,238,000 tons, 575,547 tons less 
than the 1908 output, a loss explained by 
President L. F. Loree as due to the gen- 
eral depression of the year in the coal 
business. 

The railroad’s gross was $19,525,000, its 
net $8,067,000, an increase of $378,000, and 
the company’s net income was $5,194,000, 
Or 12.22 per cent. on the capital of $42,- 
501,000.

Selling your services is a good 
deal like selling shoes, automobiles 
or fur coats, so far as advertising 
is concerned; it is giving a good 
description of the article and tell- 
ing the price. 

There are bargain sales in ser- 
vices asin dry goods. A man 
says: ‘* Will start on $100 month 
if there is good opportunity to 
advance.” 

Isn’t that an indication that he 
feels he is worth more, but in 
order to get started will cut his 
price—temporarily?

But he must tell more than the 
price ‘if the advertisement is to be 
entirely successful—-he must give 
a description of himself, just as 
the man who advertises cloth and 
silks. If He offers silk for sale, 
reduced from $1.50 to 98 cents a 
yard, that’s only half the story— 
he’s got to tell whether it’s a yard 
wide, 40 inches wide, 42 inches 
wide, or ‘‘ double width.’’ This 
description tells the quality, and

‘Our co-religionists are few and not 
so well off, but here you are sustained | 
by a community of Catholic men such as 
you will not find anywhere else. Your 
ancestors brought about toleration to the 
Catholic faith here, _and it is your duty 
now to ronigie it up.’ 

The Rev. nba. J. McCluskey, S. J., 
President of St. Francis Xavier's C ollege, 
told the diners that even if a man has 
contracted a non-Catholic marriage, his 
first duty is to his wife. 

‘Tf he has plighted his love to her, even 
by a ring which is not blessed,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘let his duty be to her first, fur 

she is ‘ bone of his bone and flesh of his 
flesh,’ and ‘what God has joined together 
let no man put asunder.’ 

Father McCluskey also put in a plea for 
greater support of Catholic educational in- 
stitutions, and urged that Catholics in this 
State take a greater interest in civil 
rights. He urged the establishment of a 
Catholic press which should receive finan- 
cial support from Catholics, and free them 
from slothfulness.
